Salary of President McCurdy of Mutual 
Life Cut in T wo. 
New York, Nov. 17.— At a special 
meeting of the board ot trustees of the 
Mutual Life Insurance company in this 
city dining the day. at which the re­ 
cently appointed investigating commit­ 
tee submitted its report, President Mc­ 
Curdy caused a stir by stating at his 
own request his salary had been cut in 
half, from 1150.000 to $75,000 a year. 
This action had been taken at a meet­ 
ing of the finance committee and Mr. 
McCurdy said was the first step in re­ 
ducing the expenses of the company. 
Salaries of the other executive of­ 
ficers of the company also have been 
reduced, the saving amounting in all 
to between $145,000 aud $150,000 per 
annum. 
Mr. McCurdy’s statem ent to the di­ 
rectors 
preceded 
the 
investigating 
committee's tirst report. 
This commit­ 
tee, which was named to examine into 
the affairs of the company, made a sig­ 
nificant request for a broadening of its 
powers and recommended a change in 
practices by the company, “which on 
their very lace are loose, unsound and 
open to criticism.’’ 
The committee 
recommended that pending its further 
Inquiry the officers adopt immediately 
a policy of retrenchment. 
The preliminary report was adopted, 
together with a resolution increasing 
the powers of the committee in contin­ 
uing its investigations. 
The directors ordered that full pub­ 
licity be given to the report as well 
as to th e statement made by President 
McCurdy. 


N ew ‘York, Nov. 17.—Former Gover­ 
nor Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., and United 
States Senator Chauncey 
M. Depew 
as witnesses before the Armstrong leg­ 
islative insurance investigation com­ 
mittee* during the day denied parts of 
tho testimony of James Hazen Hyde 
in which their names were used.

Merrill, with his fist then and thereby caus­ 
ing the death of him, the said T. I). Merrill. 
The blow so 
struck by the said Leon J. Rafidal caused the deceased to 
fall back and strike his head on the floor; th at eithei the 
blow so given or the fall resulting therefrom caused the 
breaking of a blood vessel in the brain of said T. 
I). Mer­ 
rill and th a t the hemorrhage resulting was the immediate 
cause of the death of said 1.1). Merrill; that thcisaid hem­ 
orrhage was the result and consequence of the said blow 
struck by the said Leon J. Rafidal. 


said, was one of tile best of com panions, 
inoffensive and Rood natured, except 
Tho coroner's jury returned the above 
verdict this afternoon. 
At the con clu sion of tile taking of 
the testim ony th is morning it was g e n ­ 
erally co n ceded th a t it looked bail for 
Leon Rafidal, especially 
when the e v i­ 
dence of I >rs. C am p, Thabes and Batch- 
eller was given. 
T h ey not only swore 
that the d irect cau se of death was h em ­ 
orrhage of tho brain, caused 
from e x ­ 
ternal violence, b ut also added w eigh t 
to this con clusion by giving strong ev i­ 
dence th a t th e {man in every way was 
physically right. 
There was nothing 
the m atter w ith the stomach, kidneys, 
liver, heart or any other organ of the 
body, so th a t it left but one conclusion 
for the coroners' jury to arrive at, w hat 
particular 
violence was adm inistered 
ami by w hom . 
T h e testim ony on this 
point was co n clu siv e that the only blow 
dealt in tho saloon on last W ednesday 
night was th e one which Rafidal dealt 
and w hich low ered Merrill to the floor. 
It is true 
th a t Merrill had been 
rather a b u siv e, as tho evidence 
will 
disclose, not only in this saloon b u t 
also in th e G lobe saloon, b u t this fact 
will not clear the skirts of Rofidal in the 


eyes of th e law. 
T he police, C aptain Hurley and Officer 
McGivern, are exonerated of any blame j fornieriy 
in con n ection w ith the affair, for it was 
shown on th e evidence that they did all 
in their pow er to alleviate the old man s 
suffering. 
C aptain 
Hurley discerned 
that there w as som ething wrong with 
Merrill after he had been 
taken to jail 
and called Dr. R. A. Boise, the county 
physician, w ho visited 
the old g en tle­ 


man at the jail. 
C onsiderable criticism of Rafidal is 
expressed by 
all over the 
manner in 
which he treated the old man after he 
had k nocked him down. 
T h e evidence 
shows th a t th e hid fellow, a1 most lifeless 
and b leeding, was dragged to the back 
door of th e saloon and dum ped out on 
an old sid ew a lk in 
the alley and left 
there in th e cold. 
T h gjpolice were not 
even notified as to his presence and no 
one even w en t to the old man to see 
w hether h e was dead or alive. 
E ven 
when C a p ta in H urley opened the back 
door and ask ed Rafidal who the old man 
was th e only answer he got was “w hat 
is the m a tter w ith him.” 


It is a sad case and great sym pathy is 
expressed for the members of the M er­ 
rill fam ily. 
T h e old man him self, it is 


w hen drinking. 
His son,

rill, and son-in-law, d i a s . Strong, ar 
rived from th e north today.

I cam p at La Porte. 


Martin D onah ue was the next w itness 


I called. 
U pon inquiry he said he had 
lived in St. Cloud 
b u t had 
lived in Brainerd about five weeks. 
H e 
reviewed the rem ains of the 
dead man 
and testified that he saw deceased 
first 
W ednesday evening about 
v':30 at the 
G lobe saloon. 
H e had a drink or two 
and chew ed the rag for a while w hen he 
was ordered out of the place. 
T h e old 
man told w itness he had a carload of 
horses in a barn and w anted him to go 
w ith him to the barn. 
T hey started out 
and finally w ent to C oates saloon in the 
Gardner 
block. 
T h e old 
m an 
was 
slightly intoxicated. 
W itn ess testified 
that the old man ordered a drink 
and 
after taking it he refused to pay for it. 
T he old man then 
went and sat down 
and finally cam e up to the bar and 
or­ 
dered-^ drink for the whole crow d. T h e 
bartender told him to g et out, and the 
old man started to cu ss and swear.

was standing in front of the 
bar when 
the bartender gave him a punch in

the industrial tieup in Pf. Petersburg 
during the day was even more com­ 
plete and though no break had been 
manifested in the ranks of the work­ 
men and strikes have broken out at 
Moscow and Re va the most imiH>rtant 
feature of the day's developments was 
the failure of the walkout to spread 
generally outside of the capital. 
The 
movement apparently lacks the spon­ 
taneity and combination of the last 
strike which broke out at Moscow and 
dispatches received from the industrial 
centers of Russia up to this hour show 
little inclination on the part of the 
workmen to take up the cudgels in 
behalf of Poland. 
The factory strike at Moscow, which 
h a s assumed considerable proportions, 
probably 45,000 men being out, has no 
direct connection with the St. Peters­ 
burg walkout and dispatches from the 
old capital say that the railway men 
received the request of the St. Peters­ 
burg strike 
committee 
coldly. 
The 
whole gn-at network ot railroads cen­ 
tering a* Moscow, except the St. Pe­ 
tersburg line, is still iii operation. 
At 
Reval the employes of the railway 
shops struck, but the reason for the 
strike is not stated. 


Strike W il l Soon End. 
At a meeting of the strike commit­ 
tee the question of the termination of 
the strike was not brought up, lint the 
Associated Press noticed an expecta­ 
tion on the part of many of the dele­ 
gates that the strike would end Satur 
day night. 
The princii»al question un­ 
der discussion at the meeting was the 
formation of a strike treasury by gath­ 
ering funds to be used in future walk­ 
outs and after long consideration it 
was decided to ask the workmen to 
contribute I per cent of their wages 
for this purpose, the fund to be at the 
disposal of the committee. 
A proposi­ 
tion to call out the cab drivers was 
also discussed, but though several of 
the delegates asserted the drivers were 
ready to strike at a nod from the com­ 
mittee there was a general doubt as 
to whether such a strike could be ef­ 
fected. 
There is a bstteraw at of the agrarian 
conditions. 
Dispatches from Knak, Poltava, Ria- 
r.an, Camara and other provinces con­ 
tinue to report the spread of disor­ 
ders, which in Poltava are taking an 
amti-Jewish turn.

Since Strike of 1885. 
Chicago, Nov. 17.—The management 
of the Burlington railroad, after twen 
ty years of opposition, has recognized 
the Brotherhood of locom otive Engi­ 
neers and has signed the first wage 
schedule with that organization since 
the great strike of the engineers in 
1S85. 
Heretofore all wage schedules 
for the engineers on the Burlington 
have been promulgated over the signa­ 
tures of the railroad's managers, the 
brotherhood having no option in the 
matter o/ acceptance. 
This time the 
schedule was signed by the officers 
and by the members of the general 
committee of the brotherhood jilter a 
:hree weeks’ conference. 
The hostility of the Burlington road 
:o the lyot her hood was the result of 
the engineers' strike of 1885-6, when 
1,400 men deserted their engines. Paul 
Morton, then in the Burlington’s serv­ 
ice, hail charge of the strike for the 
railroad and won the most stubborn 
battle in the history of the brother­ 
hood. 
Several months ago word was sent 
forth that the engineers employed by 
the Burlington could openly join the 
brotherhood if they so desired. 
Since 
that time fully 70 per cent of them 
have become members of the organiza­ 
tion.

Imperial Manifesto of Great Benefit to 
Peasants. 
London, Nov. 17.—A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg to Reuter’s Telegram 
company says that an imperial mani­ 
festo granting land concessions to the 
peasants was issued during the morn­ 
ing. By its term s the land redemption 
Lax payments from Jan. 14, 1906, will 
be reduced tty one-half and from Jan. 
14, 1907, the payments will be totally 
abolished. 
At the same time the cap­ 
ital of the peasants’ bank is increased 
and the bank is granted additional 
loan privileges wit h the object of facili­ 
tating to the utmost the purchase of 
lands by peasants. 
It is estimated that the amount of 
taxation thus lifted from the peasants 
by the manifesto will aggregate $40,- 
000,000, while the extension of the field 
of operations of the peasants’ bank will 
enable vast tracts of crown and private 
lands gradually to become Hie prop­ 
erty of the peasants.
